2. Citations and Explanations 



1 . The present application relates to a method for preparing a composition for a coating, 
the composition itself and its use as a coating. 



2. The important point of the present application lies in the specific choice of the modifier. 

3. What is achieved by the use of the specific modifier is that the layered inorganic filler 
together with the polymer is homogeneously dispersed in the diluent. Further, it has 
been found that the modified filler substantially does not have any adverse effect on 
the curing of the composition when it as been applied for forming a coating. The cured 
layer has particularly favourable properties, such as a reduced permeability to gases 
and liquids, and an improved heat resistance. Further, the coating has been found to 
possess improved surface properties (resistance to scratches and the like), without this 
affecting the bonding of the layer to a substrate or the flexibility of the layer. 

4. None of the prior art cited by the ISA addressing the problems encountered at the 
curing stage and not suggesting the specific use of a modifier as defined in present 
Claim 1 , Claims 1 - 18 are novel and inventive over the said prior art. 

5. WO 00 09599 is an intermediate document cited under PCT Rule 70.10, and, although 
quite relevant, cannot be used at PCT stage (Rule 64.3 PCT).
